And Power told senators, Eisen­ 
hower's military bu dget su bmitted 
this y ear falls short of prov iding 
enou gh money to get ready for the 
airborne alert 
Gates told 
senators the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff don't think it nec 
essary to start an airborne alert 
now And he said Power was u n­ 
realistic in talking of 300 Sov iet 
missiles knocking ou t this cou n­ 
try ’s defenses in 30 minu tes 
Bu t 
Power told Congress he stood by 
what he said. 
Things were getting pretty gu m 
my by this time, a situ ation made 
to order for the critical Demo­

Wednesday at 
his news confer­ 
ence Eisenhower bru shed Power 
aside, backed Gates, and took on 
the Democrats. 
Power chose not to comment 
fu rther.

The answer is that the crisis is 
deeper than the issu es raised by 
the Algerian insu rrection.

The fact is that Gen de Gau lle

The Commu nists, for instance, 
hav e managed for sev eral y ears 
now to sabotage parliam entary gov ­ 
ernment in France. 


Instead of ou tlawing the Com­ 
mu nist party and ferreting ou t the 
su bv ersiv es who infest the 
ex ­ 
ecu tiv e departments, the De Gau lle 
regime has shown signs of adopt­ 
ing u nwittingly some of the pro­ 
grams that fit in with Commu nist 
objectiv es. 
He forced resignation recently of 
former Premier Pinay from * the 
cabinet post of Finance Minister 
and alarmed the Conserv ativ es 
He objected to some of the pro­ 
posals which, indeed, are an indi­ 
cation of the kind of France Gen 
de Gau lle is planning to bu ild now 
t h a t he has semi - dictatorial 
powers. 


ONE PROPOSAL wou ld permit 
the trade u nions to hav e one-fou rth 
of the seats on a board of direc­ 
tors in an association, set u p by 
the 
gov ernment, 
composed 
of 
corporations and labor u nions 
Since the Commu nist-controlled 
u nions hav e strength enou gh to get 
six of the 10 seats to be occu pied 
by labor. Mr Pinay characterized 
the plan as the "Sov ietization" of 
French indu stry 
Another program is designed to

BUSINESS CONFIDENCE natu ­ 
rally is impaired and the political 
tu rbu lence i s . likely 
to 
become 
more, rather than less, ex tensiv e. 
The conserv ativ es of the Independ­ 
ent party — the second biggest in 
the assembly —■ hav e broken with 
the De Gau lle gov ernment 
On the "left,” the Socialists, led 
by former Prem ier Mollel, broke 
with the De Gau lle 
gov ernment 
more than a y ear ago on eco­ 
nomic policy . 
In the “ center,” 
the 
Radical 
party has withdrawn its su pport. 
So Gen de Gau lle is not su re from 
one day to the other that he can 
get a majority in the French Na­ 
tional Assembly 
While he 
temporarily 
g a i n s 
power to deal with Algerian insu r* 
rectionists, it is only a qu estion of 
time before the political parties 
combine against him 
The challenge to the free-enter­ 
prise sy stem and the marked tend­ 
ency to go in 
the 
direction 
of 
socialism will cau se plenty of fric­ 
tion in the parliament. 
It has been assu med, moreov er, 
that Gen. de Gau lle wou ld end the 
Algerian trou ble, which is costing 
France two billion dollars a y ear 
and now 
has gone on for six 
y ears 
To g r a n t “self-determination” 
isn’t the final answer. The French 
settlers hav e been repeatedly at­ 
tacked by the Moslems 
In one 
month 20 Eu ropean farmers in Al­ 
geria hav e been killed 
The army has been fighting the 
gu errillas 
and natu rally 
sy mpa­ 
thizes with the French settlers, who 
don’t want to see negotiations car­ 
ried on with the 
“ Moslem 
cu t­ 
throats,” as they are called. 


FOR GEN. DE GAULLE to take 
the side of the Moslems against the 
French settlers may for the time 
being be defended as a step toward 
“ pacification” and as a means of 
e n d i n g insu rrection by French 
army men against the state bu t it 
will not lead to internal peace. 
The Commu nist 
infiltrators 
in 
Algeria, who are helped by arms 
from neighboring c o u n t r i e s in 
Africa, will see that the distu rb­ 
ance continu es. 
The real adv ersary in France is 
the enemy from within — the Com­ 
mu nists. This infiltration has bro­ 
ken down the French Parliament 
and now is paraly zing French in­ 
v estments in Algeria, ev en as so­ 
cialistic m easu res are pu t for­ 
ward in Paris that weaken tha 
economy of France itself. 
Absolu tism is not tbe simple an­ 
swer to Gen 
de Gau lle's prob­ 
lems What is needed is a keener 
perception of the real influ ences 
that hav e brou ght France to grasp 
at. totalitarian measu res to sav e it­ 
self from political 
and economic 
disintegration.

Ev ery time I saw it 
after that, the act stru ck me as

BOTH PREM IER CASTRO and the Com 
monists know this sort of thing can be done 
with Impunity because the United States is 
ever on the defensive in Latin America.

The political itch to play censor Is not con­ 
fined to television.

he declared. It is a public problem 
In a government whose sovereignty lies 
with ordinary people instead of self-designated 
supermen, imperfections are to be expected. 
Things rarely run smoothly enough to satisfy 
the critics and backseat drivers. We are not 
quoting Frank Stanton any more: we are 
agreeing with him that the main responsi­ 
bility of everybody concerned is to keep the 
government censor on a short chain 
Politicos would like to pile into television. 
on the pretext that they have a right to do 
it because it operates on government license. 
They would love to get their living hands on 
the throat of this thriving newcomer to the 
communications industry 
They would squeeze the life out of it be­ 
fore CBS could say. "On another network ” 
They would make NBG stand for National 
Bumble Combine 
Bureaucrats 
would 
tell 
viewers what they could see and hear. And 
sooner or later the prescribed hogwash and 
horse-feathers would make TV's foibles with 
the quiz shows look like practical joking in 
a kindergarten.

strong enough to discourage at­ 
tack.

So he had to go back and clear 
up his language.

Nathan Twining, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, backed up 
Gates 
But by the time the confusion 


over 
Gates’ 
language 
quieted 
down, along came Gen 
Thomas 
S. Power commander of the U S 
bomber force which would be this 
country's principal weapon of re­ 
taliation if the Soviet Union at­ 
tacked 
He told Congress that the years 
immediately ahead — because of 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
production 
ot 
missiles — would 
be dangerous 
and that, lacking a missile w arn­ 
ing 
system, 
a 
24-hour 
airborne 
alert by his bombers was essen­ 
tial for the nation's survival 
What he m eant was that if the 
Soviets tried a surprise attack the 
only safe place for the bombers 
would be upstairs so they couldn’t 
be destroyed by a Soviet missile 
assault on the ground. 
He said that by the middle of 
the 1960s this country will have so 
many missiles of its own no one 
would dare attack. But until then 
he felt the airborne alert was a 
must.

Other large cities and suburbs are 
hav ing similar pro blems, fo r they 
to o hav e many children who hav e 
nev er learned to respect the rights 
and po ssessio ns o f o thers. Van­ 
dals o f the ages fro m 7 to 15 
didn’t get that way all at o nce. 
They were capable o f being v an­ 
dals fro m the time they co uld 
first thro w a ball o r ro ck a dis­ 
tance o f a few feet. 


DURING 19 58 the to tal co st o f 
v andalism to the public scho o ls 
o f New Yo rk City was $520,007, 
o f which $401,307 was fo r 16 0,- 
521 bro ken panes o f glass. 
A recent edito rial in the New 
Yo rk Times, entitled “ Vandalism 
Redesigns Scho o ls,” stated: 
“ We hav en’t succeeded in re­ 
designing the y o ung peo ple who 
co mmit this 
destructiv e, co stly , 
antiso cial v andalism, so we will 
redesign the scho o l buildings, to 
shut o ut the sunlight and thwart 
the delinquents.” 
Then the edito rial adds 
this 
amazing fact: 
“ If a po liceman, by g r e a t 
go o d luck, happened to be o n the 
scene and saw so me o f this ro ck - 
thro wing, what co uld he do ? He 
co uldn’t by law go to the ro ck - 
thro wer’s ho me and tell the bo y ’s 
parents that they wo uld hav e to 
pay fo r the bro ken glass, ev en 
up to a limit o f $25. This might 
make the parents feel that they 
were so meho w respo nsible fo r a 
bo y who was destro y ing public 
pro perty . No , let the tax pay ers 
pay .” 


YET, STRANGE as it seems to 
many o f us, when a bill fo r mak­ 
ing parents respo nsible fo r their 
children’s v andalism co mes up be­ 
fo re a law-making bo dy o f New 
Yo rk City and so me o ther cities, 
the heads o f v ario us o rganizatio ns 
fo r child welfare and ho me educa­ 
tio n are array ed almo st so lidy 
against it. 
Until parents with 
babies 
in 
arms kno w that they will be held 
legally respo nsible fo r any dam­ 
age their children might do to the 
public pro perty when they are 6 , 
10 o r 14, what po pular pressures 
will there be o n them to bring 


up their children to respect the 
rights and po ssessio ns o f o thers? 
And do n’t public buildings belo ng 
to all the peo ple? 
No r hav e the leaders o f o rgan­ 
izatio ns who hav e o ppo sed mak­ 
ing parents respo nsible fo r their 
children’s v andalism do ne much, 
if any thing, to aro use parents to 
the need o f disciplining children 
fro m their pre-scho o l y ears to re­ 
spect the rights and po ssessio ns 
o f o thers. 
On the co ntrary , hav en’t they 
been fo remo st, during recent dec­ 
ades, in adv ancing the theo ry and 
practice o f ex cessiv e permissiv e­ 
ness, especially in the nursery ?

Will windows disappear f r o m 
achoo! buildings? According to the 
papers, so many kids stone school 
windows that architects for the 
public 
school 
system 
o f

City are going 
to reduce the 
site and num­ 
ber of w i n- 
dows in n e w 
schools. 
Also 
p r o t e c- 
tive w i r e- 
mesh screens, 
s t e e l panels By Garry Meyers 
and fences will be installed, m ak­ 
ing school buildings look like jails. 
When there are no school win­ 
dows to stone, churches may be 
the next target of young vandals. 
Other large cities and suburbs are 
having sim ilar problems, for they 
too have many children who have 
never learned to respect the rights 
and possessions of others. Van­ 
dals of the ages from 7 to 15 
didn't get that way all at once. 
They were capable of being van­ 
dals from the time they could 
first throw a ball or rock a dis­ 
tance of a few feet. 


DURING 195# the total cost of 
vandalism to the public schools 
of New York City was $520,007, 
of which $401,307 was for 160,- 
521 broken panes of glass. 
A recent editorial in the New 
York Times, entitled “ Vandalism 
Redesigns Schools,” stated: 
“We haven’t succeeded in re­ 
designing the young people who 
commit this 
destructive, costly, 
antisocial vandalism, so we will 
redesign the school buildings, to 
shut out the sunlight and thw art 
the delinquents.” 
Then the editorial adds 
this 
amazing fact: 
“If a policeman, by g r e a t 
good luck, happened to be on the 
scene and saw some of this rock - 
throwing, what could he do? He 
couldn’t by law go to the rock - 
thrower’s home and tell the boy’s 
parents that they would have to 
pay for the broken glass, even 
up to a limit of $25. This might 
make the parents feel that they 
were somehow responsible for a 
boy who was destroying public 
property. No, let the taxpayers 
pay.” 


YET, STRANGE as it seems to 
many of us, when a bill for m ak­ 
ing parents responsible for their 
children's vandalism comes up be­ 
fore a law-making body of New 
York City and some other cities, 
the heads of various organizations 
for child welfare and home educa­ 
tion are arrayed almost solidy 
against it. 
Until parents with babies 
in 
arm s know that they will be held 
legally responsible for any dam ­ 
age their children might do to the 
public property when they are 6, 
IO or 14, what popular pressures 
will there be on them to bring 


up their children to respect the 
rights and possessions of others? 
And don’t public buildings belong 
to all the people? 
Nor have the leaders of organ­ 
izations who have opposed m ak­ 
ing parents responsible for their 
children’s vandalism done much, 
if anything, to arouse parents to 
the need of disciplining children 
from their pre-school years to re­ 
spect the rights and possessions 
of others. 
On the contrary, haven’t they 
been foremost, during recent dec- i 
ades, in advancing the theory and 
practice of excessive perm issive­ 
ness, especially in the nursery?

Child the Meaning of No" and 
“ How Juvenile Delinquency Can 
Be Curbed,” may be had by send­ 
ing a self-addressed, stamped en­ 
velope to me in care of this news­ 
paper.
